New Pact on 
Dobrey Route 


Right-of-way differences 
which had delayed groundwork 
for a Dabrey Slough interim 
drainage project are. being re- 
solved and work on the original 
plan may begin soon, the Press- 
Record learned today. 

John C. Guillou, chief state 
waterways engineer, reported 
last week that a new route for 
the slough drainage line was 
being designed because of dif- 
ficulties in’ obtaining rights-of- 
way south of Dobrey Slough 
and along the south side of Pon- 
toon Road. 

During the weekend, repre- 
sentatives of the real estate 
division of Guillou's department 
met with landowners along the 
route and with Mayor Donald 
Partney of Granite City. They 
reportedly reached  tenative 
agreement on the right-of-way. 
They are to meet again tomor- 
row to finalize the agreement. 

Bids are expected to be 
called Thursday and opened 

April 17. Guillou said he 

feels the awarding of a 

contract can take place 

April 23 with construction 

beginning May 9. An Aug. 1 

completion date is being 

sought from bidders. 


Guillou said his planners were 
drafting a new route which 
would have taken the sewér 
along the north edge of Pon- 
toon Road rather than south of 
the roadway. 


It was reported a final at- 
tempt to secure rights-of-way 
for the original program was 
made to avoid the Division of 
Waterways having to go to the 
Granite City Council again to 
seek approval for the use of 
a small section of city owned 
sewer under Pontoon Road at 
Stearns Avenue. 


The City Council balked at 
the first request for approval of 
the plan but finally gave its 
approval after Guillou made a 
concession allowing the city 
street superintendent to control 
pumping stations along the 
route. It was feared additional 
concessions would be sought by 
the city for the use of the new 
séction of sewer. 


The water level in the Dobrey 
Slough area was raised by 
heavy rains last week. Workers 
of the old East Side Levee and 
Sanitary District brought addi- 
tional pumps into the area 
Thursday. 





Bus Shutdown Unless 
More Funds Received 


The Bi-State Development 
Agency voted Saturday to dis- 
continue its public transporta- 
tion service—the Bi-State Trans- 
it System—on April 1 unless a 
subsidy of $688,000 is-received 
before that time. MisSouri and 
Illinois state legislative leaders 
said during the weekend they 
are confident that more aid can 
be approved by then. 

The Bi-State board of com- 
missioners, meeting in St. Louis 
Saturday morning, approved 
the April 1 deadline by a unan- 
imous vote, fixing a firm date 
for ending bus operations. 

The board had warned earli- 
er that the transit service 


would run out of operating capi- 
tal by April 1, but until Satur- 
day had not set an official date 
for discontinuing service. 

H service is suspended on 
that date, board members 
noted, it will be ten years to the 
day that Bi-State began opera- 
tion of the  [llinois-Missouri 
metropolitan area transporta- 
tion system after buying out 
15 private transportation firms 
with $26.5 million in revenue 
bond proceeds.

Construction work on the im-

Levee Trustees 
Approve New 
Record Budget 


St. Clair County levee trus- 
tees approved a 1973 operating 
budget of $1,504,575—up$100,425 
over last year estimated oper- 
ational costs—in a meeting at 
East St. Louis Friday. Approv- 
al of the budget followed a pub- 
lic hearing on |the projected 
appropriations. 

Increases in the budget are 
due to large amounts of over- 
time paid for operation of the 
district’s pumping stations and 
union wage increases, accord- 
ing to Romel Wilbon, president 
of the former East Side levee 
district. 

The budget estimates éon- 
tained’ in the appropriation. bill 
project total deficits of $347,922 
in the district’s four operating 
accounts, with the bulk of the 
deficit in the general fund. The 
budget lists anticipated income 
of $996,423 in the general fund, 
and estimated expeditures of 
$1,299,575. 

‘The appropriation bill esti- 
mates expenditures or adminis- 
tration at $234,125, up from 
$206,075; $66,325 for the engi- 
neering department, increased 
from $57,225 last year; $474,050 
for the general 
department, up from $371,250, 
and’ $25,000 for a new ‘‘public 
relations” department which 
was not in previous budgets. 

The board Friday also agreed 
to call for bids to overhaul two 
pumps at the East St. Lonis 
pumping station, one of which 
has been out of operation six 
years. The bids will be called

Target of Program 


Fifty. children. with reading 
problems. are being helped at 
the Reading Center at Southern 
Illinois University at Edwards- 
ville, and several others are 
being assisted in off-campus 
locations, according to David 
E. Bear, chairman of the de- 
partment of elementary educa- 
tion at SIUE. 

“But even more significant 
is the fact that we are training 
teachers who will-be able to 
help many other children with 
reading problems,” Bear said. 
“We know there are countless 
children with reading difficul- 
ties who will never be brought 
to the Reading Center.” 

The Reading Center has a 
waiting list, and usually an ap- 
plicant must wait at least one 
college quarter before a -va- 
cancy in the program occurs. 
’ The program has been under 
way for several years, and 
Bear believes it could be ex- 

ded greatly if additional 
‘staff were available. “Our pri- 
mary ‘concern is in training 
more teachers who can do 
more to help students with 
reading difficulties,” he said 

Bear also expresses the hope 

t in the future, more of the 

m can be taken to re- 
learning centers. He 
estimates that 15 to 20% of 
childrei in public schools can- 
not learn to read well in tradi- 
tional cl ‘00m situations. 

The SIUE Reading Center 
gives individual attention to the 
children who are referred to 
the clinic by teachers or 
parents. “It's a one-to-one sit 
uation,” he explained. ‘Once 
we accept to child, he gets in- 
dividual testing and treatment 
until he is ready to be releas- 

Each child has a unique 
problem, and an individualized 
program is established for the 
child on the basis of a com- 
plete diagnosis.

Member Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation 
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Extension of Sewage Treatment Deadlines 
Urged by State EPA; U.S. Funds Lacking 


Mary Lee Leahy, director of 
the Illinois Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency, has requested 
that the state Pollution Control 
Board declare a one-year ex- 
tension of the deadline by which 
most communities must up- 
grade their sewage treatment 
facilities. . 

Mrs. Leahy said the action is 
necessary because of a lack of 
anticipated funding of the fed- 
eral construction grant pro- 
gram for sewage treatment fa- 
cilities and because of the lack 
of any reasonable assurance 
that additional federal funds 
will be made available on a 
timely basis. 

In addition, Mrs. Leahy said 
one full year of construction 
work has been lost to Illinois 
communities because federal 
guidelines on which to base the 
award of federal construction 
grants have yet to be issued 


Those guidelines were re- 
quired by the federal water 
quality act passed into law last 
October. 


“Cities and towns throughout 
the state are trying to upgrade 
their sewage treatment plants 
but are finding it extremely dif- 
ficult to comply with Pollution 
Control Board deadlines without 
federal funding assistance,” 
Mrs. Leahy said. 


“I believe it would be unfair 
to these municipalities to re- 
quire construction when the 
monies which have been prom- 
ised to them from the federal 
government. are not forthcom- 
ing,” Mrs, Leahy added. 

am reluctant to take this 
action because I feel we should 
be doihg everything possible to 
assure cleaner, healthier rivers 
and streams for all the people 
of Winois,” Mrs. Leahy said, 
“but we must take a reasonable 
approach to the problem. 

The cities had been promised 
federal assistance to build sew- 
age. treatment plants, and if 
that federal assistance is not 
forthcoming, certain steps such 
as this should be taken. 
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Currently, Ilinois~ Pollution 
Control Board regulations | re- 
quire that afl sewage treatment 
plants in the state provide ad- 
vanced treatment of wastes no 
later than Dec. 31, 1973. 

If Mrs. Leahy’s ,request is 
granted, the date on which ad- 
vanced treatment would be re- 
quired in municipally operated 
plants would be moved to Dec. 
31, 1974. 

The regulations were passed 
in 1972, after public hearings, 
éy the Pollution Control Board 
and after announcement of the 
expected availability of federal 
funding to assist communities 
in upgrading their sewage treat- 
ment plants. 

The federal funding problem 
faced by Illinois municipalities 
revolves around the impound- 
ment of federal grant monies 
which were to have been used 


to assist communities in build- 
ing their sewage treatment sys- 
tems. 

Illinois had anticipated re- 
ceiving $312 million in federal 
monies to assist local commun- 
ities during the current fiscal 
year, but now will receive only 
about $125 million. 

For fiscal year 1974 — be- 
ginning in July — Ilinois had 
anticipated receiving an esti- 
mated $375 million, but now will 
receive an estimated $187 mil- 
lion. 

“As a result of the impound- 
ing of federal funds, we esti- 
mate that only about 16 of the 
632 community projcets which 
have requested federal assis- 
tance will be receiving any fed- 
eral grant funds during this 
fiscal year,” Mrs. Leahy said. 

Communities that will be re- 
ceiving the federal funding 
have not yet been determined. 
Those communities will be noti- 
fied as soon as possible, Mrs. 
Leahy added. 


High Court to Act Today 
On Levee Spending Ban 


The Illinois Supreme Court 
was scheduled to consider today 
a petition by St. Clair County 
levee” trustees asking removal 
of an order by Circuit Judge 
William Beatty of Madison 
County which limits spending 
of the old East Side Levee and 
Sanitary District to ‘‘neces- 
sary”’ functions. 

Horace Calvo, Granite City 
attorney and Democratic state

State Plan to Train Firemen May Become Model 


Illinois has initiated a pro? 
gram to certify fire fighters 
which may become the model 
for the entire country, 

The Fire ‘Protection Person- 
nel Standards and Education 
Commission- was created in 
January 1972 to initiate a 
training program for all fire 
service. personnel. Carl McCoy 
was hired by the state last 
August to, serve as executive 
director. 

Many fire departments have 
had outstanding training pro- 
grams, according to McCoy, 
but. until establishment of the 
fire commission programs, 
there was no way to compare 
these programs. 

The City of Danville was the 
first_community in the state. to 
pass’ a resolution agreeing to 
participate in the commission’s 
training program, and recently 
seven recruits completed the 
training and became certified. 


The commission encourages 
local governments to partici- 
pate in establishing training 
programs for their fire fighters. 
Those that are interested must 
pass an ordinance or resolution 
indicating a desire to partici- 
pate in the program. 

Local governments which 
pass such ordinances or resolu- 
tions must require that before 
an’ individual can be regularly 
employed. as a fire fighter, he 
must have béen certified by 
the commission as having suc- 
cessfully completed - an  ap- 
proved training course, 

The basic course for certifi- 
cation consists of 200 hours of 
lecture and drill in 23 subject 
areas. The basic training must 
be completed by the trainee 
within his probationary period 
or within six, months of the 
date of his initial employment. 
‘The local government deter- 
mines which, 

The 23 ‘subject areas devel- 
oped by joint efforts of the 
commision’s’ Curriculum and 
Schools’ Standards Committee 
and representatives of 166 fire 
departments from throughout 
the state are: 

Orientation, fire behavior, 
extinguisher and agents, small 
tools and equipment, communi- 
cations, ropes and ‘nots, 
breathing ‘equipment, ground 
ladders, f fire streams, wa- 


ter supply, installed fire detec- 
tion and protection system, 
forcible entry, ventilation, res- 
cue, salvage and overhaul, fire 
prevention and inspection, per- 
sonal safety and hazards, ap- 
paratus familiarization, first 
aid, arson evidence, fire sup- 
pression and physical fitness. 
When local government agen- 
cies pass the resolution elect- 
ing to participate in the train- 
ing programs, they will be re- 
imbursed 50% of training costs 
for their fire fighters. The costs 
include tuition at training 
schools, salary of traines while 
they are in school, and neces- 
sary travel expenses and room 
and board or $500, whichever is 


less. 

Revenue sharing is one way 
a community can pay training 
expenses for its fire fighters, 
McCoy. said. Priorities are 
established on need; therefore, 
volunteer, part-paid and muni- 
cipal departments have the op- 
portunity to seek funds to i 
prove services. 

“At present, Illinois is lead- 
ing the nation in the develop- 
ment of fire service training 
programs and the pilot pro- 
gram which is being tested 
here will serve as a model for 
the rest of the country if it 
proves to be successful,’ Mc- 
Coy said.

commission's programs. 
Twelve cities have requested 
that their training center be 
approved for conducting the 
prescribed courses, and most 
respondents indicate that the 
resolution to participate in the 
program is in the process of 
being passed by the responsible 
governmental agency. 

Approximately one-third of 
the fire service personnel in Il- 
linois qualify to participate in 
the programs unti] the growing 
backlog of untrained personnel 
has been satisfied.

Granite City Steel Co. has 
agreed to become one of the 
major porticipants in a pro- 
gram for the recycling of house- 
hold trash: from the St. Louis 
nietropolitan area, H.M. “Pete”

conference in. St. Louis Thurs- 
day. 

Under the program, the steel 
company will purchase scrap 
steel and cans from the St. 
Louis municipal incinerator and 
will use them to replace a por- 
tion of the iron ore normally 
charged in the two blast fur- 
naces. 

Although scrap cans have 
been used before in the basic 
oxygen furnace, the program 
will mark the first “on-going 
program of using cans in the 
blast furnaces,” Love _ said. 
“This will not only save land 
on which ‘the cans would have 
to be buried, but will conserve 
iron ore, a natural resource,” 
he added.

After the ferrous metals have 
been removed from the trash, 
Union Electric will take remain- 
ing shredded trash and will 
burn 10 to 20 tons per day in 
power plant boilers to produce 
electricity. The program to 
“convert our trash to kilowatts” 
has been operated: at Union 
Electric on an experimental 
basis since April 1972. 

Expansion of the experiment 
into a full-fledged pilot program 
was made possible by $520,000 
in grants announced yesterday 
which will add two new pieces 
of equipment to the process, 
making both the burnable trash 
and the ferrous metals easier to 
recycle ‘for both participating 
commercial companics. 

The two new pieces of equip- 
ment are an air classifier which 
will remove the larger non- 
burnable pieces from the trash 
and other, a shredder, will fur- 
ther process magnetically sep- 
arated steel cans to meet the 
size, density and cleanlinéss re- 
quirements for remelting. in’ the 
Granite City Co. blast furnaces. 

Both will be placed in opera- 
tion at St. Louis’ municipal in- 
cinerator where the trash is 
collected, sorted, the metal is 
shredded for recycling. 

The trash is hauled by truck 
18 miles to the Union Electric 
plant and the cans will be 
brought to Granite City, either 
by truck or by rail, whichever 
plan is found to be the most 
economically feasible. 

Under the pilot program, 
200 to 300 tons per day of 
scrap metal and cans will 
be fed into the blast fur-

“We think we are going 
to put out more money than 
we make from the cans to 
help the environment.

Louis has agreed to repay a 
portion of the EPA and AISI 
funds with revenues generated 
by the sale of the reclaimed 
sieel cans. 

Of the funds provided for the 
initial phases of the program, 
the EPA supplied $1,800,000, the 
city provided $450,000 and Un- 
ion Electric Co. spent $550,000 
on equipment, 

Although Mayor A. J, Cer- 
vantes of St, Louis was unable 
to attend, a statement by him 
Was presented to those partici- 
pating in the program. The 
statement follows. 

“This latest action by govern- 
ment and business working to- 
gether has importance_not only 
to the people of St. Louis, but 
to Americans everywhere and 
to people beyond our borders.”

Any child who will be 5 years 
of age on or before Dec. 31, 
1973, is eligible to enroll in kin- 
dergarten class. Kindergarten 
classes are half-day sessions 
and.are held at each local 
elementary school.

Illinois law provides that no 
child may enter school for the 
first time without the following 
immunizations: tetanus, dipthe- 
ria, whooping cough, poliomye- 
litis, rubeola (measles), arid ru- 
bella (3-day measles). Excep- 
tions are made only for reli- 
gious or medical reasons. 

Physical and dental examina- 
tions also are required before 
attendance in kindergarten may 
begin. These forms are distrib- 
uted to parents at the time of 
registration so that. appsint- 
ments for the exams can be 
arranged during the summer. 
School nurses will be available 
at the time of registration to 
explain health regulations to 
parents.

Steel Pollution 
Fighter Is Added 
To Control Board 


Gov. Dan Walker on Friday 
named Roger G. Seaman, a 
longtime anti-pollution attorney 
and former assistant corpora- 
tion counsel for the City of Chi- 
cago, as a member of the IIli- 
nois Pollution Control Board. 

He has spent the past five 
years aiding in control of water 
pollution, as administrative as- 
sistant to the president of the 
Chicago Metropolitan Sanitary 
District. 

Previously, he spent three 
years as attorney for Chicago's 
Department of Air Pollution 
Control, prosecuting more than 
2,500 cases without losing one. 

The 46-year-old attorney was 
a leader in the fight to require 
Chicago steel plants to curb iron 
oxide and other noxious emis- 
sions. 

From 1952 through 1957, prior 
to joining the corporation coun- 
sel’s office, Seaman was an as- 
sistant Cook County state’s at- 
torney. 

In 1963, he was instru- 
mental in amending and up- 
grading the Chicago air 
pollution ordinance, bring- 
ing ‘the steel industry under 
it for the first time. In 1964, 
the nation’s largest steel 
companies agreed on an 
historic program of emis- 
sions control in Chicago. 
He is a member of the legal 

committee for the National Air 
Pollution Control Association. 

While an attorney for the City 
of Chicago, he prosecuted the 
city’s first noise pollution case; 
he won a 1960 judgment against 
the Hyde Park Shopping Center 
for excessive music noise. 

Seaman’s: term expires July 
1, 1974. Members of the Pollu- 
tion Control Board are paid 
$30,000 per year by statute. 

He and his wife, Marilyn, 
reside on Chicago’s Southwest 
Side. They have six children.

School Producing Pontoon Board to Repeal © 
TV ‘Notebook’ on Quiet Valley Water Tax 


Video Creativity 


Two ‘artist- composers from 
the National Center for 
Experiments in Television par- 
ticipated in the production of 
an electric “notebook,” a video- 
tape containing research data 
and. theoretical and technical 
information, in the Communica- 
tions Building studios of South- 
em Illinois University at Ed- 
wardsville last week. 

Stephen Beck and Warner 
Jepson, from the NCET, were 
joined by film, television, art 
and music critics from Chicago, 
St. Louis and Champaign - Ur- 
bana, as well as a psychologist, 
art historian and musicologist, 
and Paul Kaufman, executive 
director of NCET, in making 
the “notebook” on synthesis. 

John Moormann Jr., assistant 
to the director, of the SIUE 
Broadcasting Service, said a 
press conference was held 
Thursday in the television stu- 
dios at SIUE “‘to enable all me- 
dia to meet the artist-compos- 
ers and become acquainted with 
this new form of television cre- 
ated with audio and video syn- 
thesizers working in a new 
space—videospace.”” 

Another electric notebook will 
be produced this week, with 
the participation of three other 
men associated with the NCET 
—Willard Rosenquist, ‘“‘design- 
er of light as a medium” and 
professor of environmental de- 
sign at the‘ University of Cali- 
fornia, Berkeley; William Ro- 
arty. ,graphic artist; and Brice 
Howard, director of the NCET. 

The experimental televi- 
sion unit of the Mass Com- 
munications Department at 

SIUE, under Moormann’s 

direction, was selected last 

year by the NCET as the 
producing agency for a se- 
ries of electric notebooks. 
Six were produced coop- 
eratively by .NCET and 

SIUE in the Communica- 

tions Building studios in De- 

cember for worldwide dis- 
tribution, 

According to Moormann, the 
SIUE experimental TV unit is 
the only university group in the 
nation experimenting and ex- 
ploring with professional color 
broadcast hardware. 

Marvin Duckler, associate di- 
rector of NCET, praised the 
operation of the SIU Experi- 
mental TV unit, saying, “The 
caliber of talent and_ skill, 
technically and aesthetically, of 
the SIUE people is superior. 

A continuing relationship with 
the National Centers is contem- 
plated, with the experimental 
TV unit producing both the 
electric notebooks and new 
material 

Moormann explained that the 
NCET is “a group of artists, 
technicians and scholars en- 
gaged in developing tools and 
practices for creative television 
and studying the image-based 
experiences in man's individual 
and social life.”’ 

“Formal activities—research, 
training and the making of 
deotaped works — are inter-re- 
lated in this on-going search," 
Moormann said. 

The National Center began in 
the fall of 1971 to establish for- 
mal working and training rela- 
tionships with students and fac- 
ulty at ‘several American uni- 
versities to further the use of 
television as an “‘artistic and 
educational tool.” 

“Through exchanges of per- 
sonnel and videotapes, the Cen- 
ter is helping to initiate cam- 
pus .video workshop and assist 
students to move systematically 
from basic aesthetic and atti- 
tudinal questions to production 
of finished works,” Moormann 
said 

“To share the results of its 
explorations with as. wide a 
group as possible, the Center 
began production and distribu- 
tion of electric, notebooks — vi- 
deotaped manuals containing 
research data, theoretical and 
technical information.’

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Drastically New Look of State’s 1973 Budget Disturbs 
Many But Governor Gives Assurance on Local Programs 


Governor Daniel Walker's assur- 
ance of a continued state role in the 
Mississippi River Festival summer 
concert series is refreshing, particular- 
ly since it was given in the same week 
he presented a budget widely inter- 
preted as ending a number of state 
Programs. 

“There's no reason for the Festival 
to be in jeopardy,” the governor com- 
mented Thursday afternoon at a press 
conference at Parks Bi-State Airport.’ 

He also said he plans to proceed 
with a regional state office building in 
East St. Louis, to wage a strong fight 
against pollution, to weed out ineligi- 
ble public aid recipients and to begin 
land acquisition for a metropolitan 
airport at Waterloo-Columbia. 

The combination of Gov. Walker's 
“bare bones budget'’ announcement 
and federal aid cutbacks has given 
hope of state-federal tax relief but 
also has prompted some to predict 
phasing out, postponement or curtail- 
ment of many existing education, ur- 
ban and construction activities. 

An example is the issue of financia’ 
assistance to public schools. The chief 
executive described education as “the 
highest priority’ and deserving “the 
largest spending increase.’’ He said he 
wants to shift some of the state's rev- 
enue sharing from cities and counties 
to school systems, and announced he 
wants (to raise state funding of ele- 
mentary and secondary schools by 
$134 million to $1,230,000,000 in 
the 1973-74 fiscal year. 

Supt. of Public Instruction Michael 
Bakalis conceded a need for austerity 
but said the plan exceeds an accept- 
able limit: “With millions of dollars 
of revenue from property taxes being 
trimmed from schools at the one end 
of their income, schools Fannot man- 
age with the level of funding set out 
in the governor's proposal. And this 
does not even take into account the 
likely prospect. of cutbacks in federal 
revenue for education.” 

The present distribution of one- 
twelfth of the state income tax to gen- 
eral purpose government agencies 
needs to be changed, in Gov. Walker's 


view, to offset an imbalance in the 


way federal revenue sharing is being 
allocated. .He wants to freeze the state- 
wide ‘shared revenue at present 
amounts and use $23 million of the 
projected growth in the state income 
tax distributive fund for school 
districts. 

Noting that the,U.S. Supreme Court 
has eliminated the personal property 
tax on individuals as a local govern- 
ment revenue source, he said, ‘The 
state has no constitutional obligation 
to provide replacement to local gov- 
ernments.”” 

With the announced $617 million 
budget reduction including about $200 
million in eliminated higher education 
projects, most capital projects other 
than those already “‘in the pipeline” 
are expected to be frozen. 

Iso frozen is the supplemental 
freeway system, which is to be studied 
in detail. Much of the bond funds 
originally earmarked for freeways may 
go for maintenance of existing roads, 
the governor indicated. 

Special targets of the new budget 
approach are “middle managers’ in 
a number of departments. Initial crit- 
ical reactions to the budget have ii 
cluded allegations that the state will 
be harming the causes of aviation and 
mine safety, grain inspection, health 
control and services to children. 

Partisan disagreement so far has 
centered on charges. of “bookkeep- 
ing © gimmickry’’ involving whether 
new appropriation Seures should be 
compared with year-ago budgeting or 
actual spending. levels. 

The new budget-was bound to be 
controversial, what with the change 
in administration, and is even more 
so due to the’ governor's sweeping 
effort to set an entirely new tone for 
Illinois government. 

The 1973 budget deliberations and 
implementation will be an absorbing, 
important and perhaps historic period 
in the life of this state.

‘Just a Spoonful 


of Dark Molasses 


Helps the Medicine Go Down...’ 


People are increasingly con- 
cerned over whether the food 
they usually eat really provides 
the nutrients they need. 

We'll discuss the topic today 
with the considerable help of 
the Family Economics Bureau. 

There has been a steady rise 
in the consumption of snack 
and convenience foods. The 
question this poses is how to 
supplement such intake so that 
one’s overall health is not 
jeopardized. 

The ‘most popular self-pre- 
scription for inadequate nutri- 
tion—other than swallowing a 
vitamin capsule with the morn- 
ing orange juice—is said to be 
eating and cooking with honey 
or other natural sweeteners in 
place of regular table sugar. 

It sounds simple. Refined 
white sugar is almost pure 
sucrose, an energy - producing 
carbohydrate, with no other 
nutrients 

Just switch to honey, mo- 
lasses, brown, maple or raw 
sugar and get the nutrients that 
remain after processing these 
less-refined sweeteners. 

Unfortunately, it’s not quite 
that easy. A comparison of the 
nutritional qualities of table 
sugar with a variety of natural 
sweeteners shows that substi- 
tuting one for another does little 
to enrich the total diet. 

Table sugar, honey, mo- 
lasses, brown, maple or raw 
sugar all contain varying 
amounts of two basic in- 
gredients—carbohydrate and 
water. The kind and amount 
of carbohydrate in a sweet- 
ener determines both its 
degree of sweetness and 
how much energy it pro- 
vides per serving. 

Natural sweeteners are high- 
er in “extra” nutrients than 
regular sugar, but they contain 
proportionately more water and 
less carbohydrate. 

Trace elements—such as po- 
tassium, calcium, phosphorus, 
sodium ‘and iron—give a swect- 
ener its particular flavor, tex- 
ture and appearance. 

Thus, table sugar is pure 
white sucrose — containing only 
a trace of water and minerals. 
Dark molasses, on the opposite 
end of the scale, is deep brawn 
and syrupy—about half sucrose, 
25% water and 25% minerals 

Carbohydrate from the sugars 
and starches we eat is our mairr 
source of energy for body 
processes and muscular ac- 
tivity. 

A teaspoonful of sugar yields 
about 20 calories of energy. The 
typical family gets 50% to 60% 
of the calories it needs each 
day from foods containing car- 
bohydrate. Fat and protein pro- 
vide the rest. 

Nutrition authorities agree 
that sugar is a highly efficient 
and inexpensive source of en- 
ergy, but many question the 
value of the “extra” nutrients 
provided by natural sweeteners. 

“Honey and raw sugar do pro- 
vide some nutrients “not con- 
tained in refined white sugar,” 
Dr. 0. Lee Kline, executive of- 
ficer of the American Institute 
of Nutrition, Bethesda, Md., 


» says. 


“But it is nonsense to, put 
much importance on the small 
amount of nutrients in these 
sweeteners.” 

Every penny a family spends 
on them for added nutrients is 
a penny wasted, says Dr. Kline, 
since the nutrients they contain 
other. than carbohydrate are 
provided much more effectively 
in other foods. 

Americans can purchase a 
great variety of dairy products, 
fruits and vegetables, cereals, 
poultry, fish and meat products. 

If a family’s diet does not 
include a proper balance of 
these foods, the small amounts 
of nutrients in honey or raw 
sugar will not help, he contends. 

Only if a person could 
switch his or her entire 
sugar intake to dark~ mo- 
lasses—the sweetener found 
highest in “extra” nutrients 
but also lowest in carbo- 

hydrate — would these nu- 
trients make any difference 
in the diet. 

But such a switch would 
be impossible, The average 
American consumes 4.5 
ounces (about 25 teaspoons- 
ful) of sugar a day—not just 
granulated table sugar, of 
course, but also sugar in 
soft drinks, candy, pastries 
and the expanding array of 
prepared foods. 

Few people would be able to 
stomach enough dark molasses 
—more than half a pint a day— 
to provide significant amounts 
of calcium, iron and potassium 
in their diets anyway. 


At the same time, that much 
molas: would provide the 
body with 70% less. energy than 
regular table sugar. 

Persons needing to restrict 
their intake of calories find nat- 
ural or artificial sweeteners use- 
ful. However, most people who 
eat a balanced diet and who 
exercise regularly probably 
won’t benefit by switching from 
regular table sugar. 

The Bureau compared table 
sugar with six other sweeteners 
according to percentage of car- 
bohydrate and water, number 
of calories and amount of trace 
elements in a 10-gram serving— 
equivalent to about two tea- 
spoonsful of table sugar. 

TABLE SUGAR. Whether 
made from sugarcane or sugar 
beet, whether powdered or gran- 
ulated, refined white sugar is 
99.5%, ‘sucrose and 0.5% water. 

It contains small traces of 
potassium, ° sodium and_ iron 
which are of no importance in 
the diet. It provides more en- 
ergy than any other form of 
carbohydrate—38.5 calories per 
10-gram serving. 

RAW SUGAR. Unlike table 
sugar, authentic raw sugar is 
not completely refined.and con- 
tains impurities which make it 
unfit for human consumption. 
“Kleenraw”’ sugar marketed by 
health food stores is made to 
approximate the flavor and tex- 
ture of raw sugar, but elimi- 
nates the impurities. 

In composition, it is close to 
table sugar, containing 97.0% 
sucrose and 2.0% water. It has 
traces of beet pulp or cane fiber 
and provides 38.0 calories per 
10-gram serving. 

BROWN SUGAR. Brown 

ar is less refined than table 
ar and, therefore, has less 

bohydrate and fewer cal- 
ories. 

A table sugar substitute pop- 

in gland, Barbados 
suge brown sugar made 
from ‘sugarcane grown on the 
West Indies island of Barbados. 

Brown sugar is 96.4% sucrose, 
2.1% water and yields 37.3 cal- 
ories per 10-gram serving. It 
also contains small quantities 
of potassium, calcium, sodium 
and phosphorus. 

MAPLE SUGAR. This sugar, 
made from sugar maple, is 
90.0% sucrose, 8.0% water and 
yields 34.8 calories per 10-gram 
serving. Its nutrient content is 
similar to brown sugar. 

HONEY. The oldest sweet 
known to man, honey is 82.3% 
carbohydrate and 17.2% water 

whether it is strained, ex- 

tracted or raw, as sold by 
health food stores. 

The carbohydrate in honey is 
not sucrose, but a mixture of 
two simple sugars—fructose and 
glucose, Sucrose is a chemical 
combination of glucose and 
fructose. 

Sometimes called more 
natural than sucrose, these 
simple sugars have no spe- 
cial healthful effects, 

The body’s chemical proc- 
esses ‘convert all sugars, 
regardless of the kind eaten, 
into energy-carrying blood 
glucose and energy-storing 
liver glycogen. 

Honey yields 30.4 calories 
per 10-gram serving — about 
25%, less than table sugar. In 
addition to small quantities of 
minerals, honey contains some 
protein. 

MOLASSES. Light molasses 
contains 65.0% sucrose and 
yields 25.2 calories per 10-gram 
serving. 

Dark molasses has 55.0% 
sucrose and gives 21.3 calories. 

Both are 24.9% ‘water. Min- 
erals and other nutrients are 
present in higher quantities in 
dark molasses than other sweet- 
eners, although still not of great 
significance to thé total diet. 

SACCHARIN. An _ artificial 
sweetener discovered in 1879, 
saccharin has no nutritive or 
caloric value. 

About 300 times as sweet as 
table sugar and 10 times as 
sweet as cyclamates (now 
banned as potentially damaging 
to chromosomes), saccharin is 
generally considered safe and 
passes through the body un- 
changed. 

It has the disadvantage of a 
bitter aftertaste when used in 
any appreciable amount, es- 
pecially for cooking. : 

The point, in summary, is 
that the “extra” nutrients in 
sweeteners like raw, brown and 
maple sugars, honey and mo- 
lasses won’t improve the nu- 
tritional value of a family’s 

iet sufficiently to merit switch- 
ing from regular table sugar. 

- But the best guide to sweet- 
eners remains one’s own taste 
preference.

Legislation from ‘Ideas’

Springfield — Any high school 
civicsgstudent knows how a bill 
introduced into the legislature 
becomes a law. But how does 
an idea develop into a written 
piece of legislation? 

The answer to this question 
can be found in the office of the 
Legislative Reference Bureau. 
According to Loren M. Bobbitt, 
executive secretary for the 
LRB, a legislator comes into 
their office with an idea and 
in “five minutes to six months 
time,” the LRB will have pro- 
duced a bill\from it. 

Thirteen lawyers are the 
draftsmen for the LRB that put 
bills together. Their job con- 
sists of writing a bill and in 
most cases rewriting it, mak- 
ing sure it is worded correctly 
and also grammatically, secing 
that the ‘bill is constitutional, 
and putting it together in such 
a way that it will be most ben- 
eficial to the people of the 
state. 


The draftsmen often call in 
Outside experts in the’ field to 
which a bill pertains, to advise 
them, and help them write the 
specifications. 

Bobbitt pointed out that only 
about 5% of the bills they work 
on are given to them at a stage 
beyond the idea stage, General- 
ly they are given an idea and 
must take it from there. 

“Regulating dog licensing, for 
example,” Bobbitt explained, 
“consists of our adding restric- 
tions, violations, penalties, 
qualifications, and providing 
for the due process of law. A 
simple idea can become a com- 
plex subject, it must be com- 
pletely workable. The constitu- 
tional rights of the people must 
be protected.” 

To turn an idea into a statute 
also ‘requires much research 
Bobbitt gave as an example 18 
year-old voting. 

“People believe all things 
should be set at 18: We had to 
research and find in law the 
minimum and maximum age 
requirements. There is no rea- 
son why at 18 certain privileges 
should be allowed or restrict- 
ed."! 

“Drinking, for example, is not 
tied in with voting, yet some 
people believe the drinking age 
should be lowered to 18. It be- 
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comes a judgment factor for 
the legislators.” 

Legislators bring bills or 
ideas into the office of the LRB 
sometimes to get technicalities 
worked ‘out, but in most cases 
they come in “‘wanting a bill to 
do such and such.” 

In the past, this amounted to 
new legislation, amendments, 
or a combination of the two. 
But under the new constitution 
things have been changed 
somewhat. é 

Bobbitt explained this change, 
“Under the new constitution we 
are using a new approach. In 
the past a main bill may have 
had one to 100 companion bills 
along with it. Today, if all those 
bills are aimed at the same ob- 
jective, they are now put into 
one bill.” 

A recent example of this is a 
House bill which amends the 
Retailer’s Occupation Tax, Use 
Tax, Service Occupation Tax, 
and Service Use Tax Acts. It 
exempts prescription and non- 
prescriptive drugs, medical sup- 
plies, and common household 
medical remedies for human 
consumption from each tax. 

“In the past, this bill would 
have been four bills,"" Bobbitt 
explained. “One bill may now 
amend any number of present 
laws. This makes longer and 
more complicated bills, but 
also reduces the number of 
bills.” 

The 1973 Revisory, Bobbitt 
pointed out, combines and re- 
states 400 multiple forms of sec- 
tions amended two or more 
times by the 77th General As- 
sembl. 

The advantages of this new 
system favors the state legisla- 
tors. It reduces their amount of 
paper work, and also saves 
them much needed time

You'd better Jook in the Gov- 
ernor's Office of Human Re- 
sources, for that’s where you'd 
find Bhikkhu T. Mahinda, one 
of the only four Therevada 
Buddhist monks in the United 
States. The other three are all 
at a mission temple in Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

Mr. Mahinda is in the gover- 
nor's office of human resources 
because he is—what else would 
you expect?—amodel cities spe- 
cialist. 

Ab rown-eyed, brown-skinned, 
brown-haired man dressed in 
an orange jacket and a long, 
golden yellow  skirt-like, gar- 
ment, he makes what is appar- 
ently a habitual gesture, thumb 
and first finger curving togeth- 
er to nearly meet in a circle, 
as he explains the mission tem- 
ple is doing well, but not as 
as well as it could because the 
three monks threre don’t yet 
known this country as well as 
he does, 

“You must understand how 
people think, what they mean 
by certain words, before you 
can really communicate an 
idea to them,” he says. 

“A missionary going to my 
home, Ceyon, would not be able 
to really explain Christianity to 
people -there because they 
would understand something 
different from what he meant 
from certain words he would 
use.” 

Mahinda has been a monk for 
20 years, since he took his jun- 
ior ordination at the age of 13, 
starting seven years in a mona- 
stery. Senior ordination is con- 
ferred at 20. He has been in 
this country forabout six and 
a half years, and finds that he 
has to modify his code some- 
what to adjust to U. S. stand- 
ards.

Mahinda was a student at the 
University of Missouri where 
he had already earned his mas- 
ter’s degree and was working 
on his doctorate when he re- 
ceived a call from Springfield 
offering |him the job he now 
holds, He started work shortly 
afterward and still has to fin- 
ish his (octoral work, 

During] the nearly two years 
he has been in the state job, 
Mahinda |has worked in projects 
throughout the state and has 
received |a citation for distin- 
guished service for his efforts 
in East St. Louis, 

His job includes planning, 
giving technica] assistance, pro- 
gram development and coordi- 
nation and related activities, 
particularly in model cities 
programs. 

Eventually, he says, he 
would like to go back to Ceylon 
and do community development 
work there, where there pres- 
ently are a number of pro- 
grams but a lack of effective 
organization. 

Actual model cities programs, 
his speciality, wouldn't be of 
much benefit in Ceylon, he 
says, because of the difference 
in community life. * 

In America, the population 
breaks into ‘societies’ where 
people scarcely know each 
other, compared to Ceylon 
where there are true ‘“com- 
munities” of families who have 
lived in the same community 
for generations, and are inter- 
related. 

There, he says, he has a 
niche into which he instantly 
fits again when he returns, 
even after a long absence. 

“When I went back last De- 
cember, people all knew right 
away that I had come back, 
and came to visit from morn- 
ing to night,” he recalls. 

He has worked in the Philip- 
pines and Jamaica among oth- 
er places as a community de- 
velopent consultant and finds 
people get used to his cloth- 
ing rapidly, but he has to ex- 
plain his religious orientation 
frequently.

Create 'System Council’ 


The Southern Illinois Univer- 
sity. Board of Trustees Friday 
adopted a set of guidelines as 
a basis for the operation of the 
two university. presidents and 
the chief of board staff. 


The “guidelines were described 
by SIU Board Chairman Ivan 
A. Elliott Jr. as “an extension, 
of the reorganization of the 
University |which began more 
than’ two years ago, proceeded 
when we established the Uni- 
versity at Edwardsville as 
free-standing, and established 
the Board Staff Office.” 

The guidelines create an SIU 
System Council similar to the 
University Administrative Coun- 
cil which pperated the system 
following the resignation of Dr. 
Delyte W. Morris as SIU Pres- 
ident in August 1970. 

“Coordination of the two Uni- 
versities went. relatively well 
during the trying period when 
we decentralized the University 
administration and made SIUE 
free-standing,’”’ Elliott reported. 
“We have simply re-established 
a council to coordinate Univer- 

y and Board activities.’” 

Chairmanship of the System 
Council will alternate between 
the two university presidents, 
Permanent secretary of the 
Council: will be the chief of 
board staff. 

Presidents David R. Derge of 
SIUC and) John S, _Rendleman 
of SIUE, /along with Chief of 
Board Staff James M. Brown 
will continue to report’ directly 
to the Board of Trustees.
